Certainly a question as tre- 
mendous as this deserves much 
thought before we mark our ballots 
with a “Yes” or “No.” What 
would it involve if we were to have 
more outlets in the province for 
the sale of liquor? 

We know how vulnerabie liquor 
is in its responsibility for many 
individual and social problems. 
Much hatred, crime, unhappiness 
and anti-social conduct is rooted 
in alcohol — the basic ingredient 
of alcohol beverages. We are aware 
of the harmfulness of alcohol, yet 
at the same time every step pos- 
sible is taken to promote their 
sale and use. It seeks to infiltrate 
the church, the home, and all 
argas of society, in devious ways 
with its evil influence and this is 


being demonstrated in our own 
province as they scek to secure 
more liquor outlets. 


The assault of alcohoi is chiefly | 
focused on the home with a view 
of making drinkers of fathers, 
mothers and children alike, and 
to brain wash the individual, so 
that he will remain silent in the 
face of a rising threat of alcohol 
acceptance. Family life is often

Dear Homemakers, 

Which is the most important 
room in your home?

Dont be in the dark - big windows 
let in lots of natural sunlight and 
be sure you have plenty of artific- 
ial lights.

Notes From D.A. 


j By Howard J. Fulcher 

Artificial lights to maintain egg 
production during the shorter days 
lof the winter months will make a 
'laying flock more profitable. Light- 
ing should be used to keep a 12- 
hour day aS 4 minimum. Lighting 
should be regular commencing and 
ceasing the same time each = day. 
When all-night lighting is used 
the intensity may be reduced 
The lights should be down the line 
centering between the drop boards 
and front of chicken house, these 
hehts can be placed in a line about 
ten feet apart. One 40 watt bulb 
per 200 square feeet of floor spac> 
is sufficient. When a laying house 
is more than 24 feet in width two 
rows of lights will be required. 
Lights should be suspened six feet 
from the floor level. 

In placing lights and equipment 
in the house, have less light on the 
roosts and the greatest intensity 
water fountains and feeders. The 
installation of all electric equip- 
ment should be done according to 
electrical regulations, short cuts o1 
make shift wiring may result in loss 
of the building and flock due to 
fire. Even if this does not occur the 
faulty wiring will use more power 
and may fail at various times can- 
celling the benefit gained from reg- 
ular extra lighted hours 

There is much to choose as to the

In the 
former, feed and water must b> 
available at the light-up hour, in 
the latter the lights will have to be 
dimmed to induce birds to roost.
